At Wolverine a flock of 1200 were 
observed, belonging to the Empire 
Ranch Co. These areacross between 
Ramboulets and western ewes.

off the range in good shape. They 
are feeding 2% pounds of clover hay 
per day to each sheep. These are 
bred to lamb on grass so they are not 
feeding any grain yet. The fine 
weather gives a chance for considera- 
ble out door feeding, and this is done 
every day when it is not storming. 
The sheep seem to do best when han- 


; Yed this way than any other provid- 


ing the weather will allow it. This 
breeding offers a very fine sheep for 
this part of Michigan. The wool is 
of good length yet compact enough 
fox the rough pasture that sheep get 
here. 

At the Tri-State Land Co. ranch a 
flock of 1,700 was observed. A slight 
outbreak of scab in the fall, with the 
consequent dipping set some individ- 
uals in the flocks back. These are 
Leing sorted out and given a trifle ex- 
tra care and a small ration of grain. 

Not .to exceed one hundred are in 
this shape. The balance of the flock 
are in fine shape. They are feeding 
2% pounds of clover hay. Some bean 
pods have been fed-at about the same 
rate with good success. These sheep 
are bred to lamb on grass also conse- 
quently are not receiving grain. 
These sheep alschad blue grass range 
on burned over hardwood lands. 

The writer has visited large flocks 
of sheep being wintered in Northern 
Michigan for many years and from 
his observations in the past had 
grown very pessimistic toward the 
successful wintering of flocks larger 
than farm flocks.

The bill to establish a budget sya- 
tem for the state of Michigan will be 
the first of the big measures of the 
' year to get consideration in the legis- 
lature. The last legislature argued 
through nearly its whole session about 
iwhat kind of a budget system to in- 
augurate and finally left the matter 
to a commission to be appointed by 
the governor and to report its find- 
ings to this legislature. 

The bill based on the report of. this 
commission was the first one intro- 
duced in the senate when the session 
opened. The prospect is that some 
sort of budget system will be estab- 
lished, nearly every one being agreed 
on the need of one. But agreement 
stops there, and much argument is go- 
ing on among legislators on what the 
actual provisions of the bill should be. 
As @ result there probably will be 
tiuch debating of every phase of the 
proposed law. 

However, the senate finance com- 
mittee has decided to go ahead with 
the matter and after several hearings 
to report out the bill and give the argu- 
ments a chance to start before the leg:

Members Given Aid In Selection of 
Animale, Skillful Breeding and 
Intelligent Feeding. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Mulk produced by 5,587 cows in 40 
cow-lesuag associations, averaged in 
a yeur 247 pounds of butterfat per 
cow. Chis is considerably above the 
average production of all the dairy 
cows In the United States, which is 
estimated at 160 pounds of butterfat 
ua year. A study of the records of the 
associations showed that the produe- 
tion of 160 pounds of butterfut a year 


i gave an increase of $23 over cost of 


feed, While the average income over 
cost of feed from cows that produced 
247 pounds was $47, or u little more 
than twice as much.

It is encouraging, they say, 
to know that the cow-testing associa- 
tion recerds show that the large-pro- 
ducing dairy cows are the lenst af- 
fected by the increased cost of feeds. 
Therefore, every dairyman should aim 
to keep all his good cows, or to place 
them where they will continue the 
economics] production of human food. 
This economical production cun be 
ébtained not only through careful se- 
lection of dairy cattle and skillful 
feeding, but through intelligent breed- 
ing.

Merely calling to mind the fact that 
such a man Hved has a tendency 
to sweeten and ennoble men, Thus 
the visible symbols of him refresh 
our memories of the highest and purest 
American type yet brought forth. 

Pretty much every large city in the 
land now has its Lineoln monument, 
er statue. New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Buffato, Chicago and San 
Francisco head the list. Even Edin- ; 
burgh, Scotland, has a Lincoln monu- ; 
ment, There is now under constric- 
tion in Washington o great memorial | 
building which will adequately repre- 
sent the country's estimate of the sec- 
ond of our immortals, 

The ehief Lincoln monument, of 
course, Is the one erected at the tomb 
In Onk Ridge cemetery, Springfield, 
1, This has heen described so often 
in the public prints, that It Is un- | 
necessary to speak more of it here. It 
Is now 2 popular Meccan for Ameri- 
eans, second only to Mount Vernon. 

Two Monuments in Capital. 

In the city of Washington there are 
two Lincoln monuments, besides n me- 
morial Kept in the room fn which he 
died, This room, which is just oppo- 
site the old Ford's theater, eontains 
almost 800 portraits of the martyr 
president, besides various interesting 
mementos of his life and associations. 

One of the monuments jn the na- 
tional capital fronts the city hall. It 
is a fine marble shaft, surmounted by 
a statue of the war president.

I know you are going to be sur- 
prised when you hear from me, but I 
seen a piece in the Grayling “Snow- 
slide,” that you had been rejected at 
Custer. It was in a letter that Kai 
had written you. What in the world 
was the matter with you? I went to 
Custer in June, and August 6th we 
landed in Liverpool. Three days 
later we came to France and finally 
Janded in a large artillery camp. I 
was lucky to get in the artillery. 
We have the 155 M. M. guns—a big 
6-inch gun. I'm with the Signal 
corps and like it fine. It sure is in- 
teresting work. 

1 met Chaplain Alfred Sorenson in 
Camp Mills and heard a good many of 
his sermons in Camp  Ceetquedon, 
France. He is with the 329th Field 
Artillery and I’m in the 330th. He 
told me you went down to Camp Cus- 
ter, but he never knew you were re- 
jected. 

I’ve got Kai’s address and have 
written him a long letter. 

October 28th we landed in a small 
town called Rimancourt right behind 
ithe lines. It’s just a few miles south 
jof Metz. At night we could hear the 
roar of the cannens and see the flash- 
es as they fired.

the front. No finer fighting’ men 
were ever known and our deeds are 
deeds of deathless honor, but our 
government by its failure to prepare 
in advance and by its delay, waste 
and mismanagement after the war be- 
gan has made a record that is not 
pleasant for Americans to contem- 
plate. The people should never for- 
get that if our government had chos- 
en to prepare in advance the war 
would have ended months ago. Nine- 
tenths of wisdom is being wise in time 
and we owe a lot to our allies who 
made a rampart of their bodies be- 
hind which we slowly prepared, But 
believe me when we did get prepared 
nothing was hard for us.
